Conservation Area and exhibition of the Draft Plan of Management and the 
Draft Master Plan 


The NSW National Parks and Wildlife Service is excited to announce that the former 
Newnes, Ben Bullen and Wolgan State Forests is now officially reserved as 
Gardens of Stone State Conservation Area under the NP&W Act. 

Gardens of Stone State Conservation Area is located on the junction of the Great 
Dividing Range and the Blue Mountains Range, a few kilometres north of Lithgow in 
the Central Tablelands region. To the east, the park adjoins Blue Mountains National 
Park, and to the north, Wollemi National Park and Gardens of Stone National Park. 
The park is renowned for its dramatic scenery of rock pagodas, sandstone cliffs and 
slot canyons and presents an awe-inspiring natural setting for people to connect with 
nature. The park also protects important cultural heritage, 80 rare and threatened 
animal species and the 16 threatened ecological communities. 

In addition to protecting significant cultural, landscape and other natural values, this 
new park will bring significant economic benefits to Lithgow, and the surrounding 
region, through investment into the park and creation of new experiences that will 
attract visitors to the area. NPWS is seeking expressions of interest for key 
commercial tourism opportunities for Gardens of Stone State Conservation Area. 
Information is available at www.tenders.nsw.gov.au. 

The Gardens of Stone State Conservation Area Draft Plan of Management and 
Gardens of Stone State Conservation Area Draft Master Plan are now on public 
exhibition. These draft plans have been developed to provide members of the public 
with an opportunity to have a say about the future management of this park. Once 
finalised these plans will guide park management and visitor infrastructure 
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improvements. Plans of management are legal documents which outlines strategic, 
ongoing management objectives for the park. The master plan will sit within the 
framework provided by the plan of management and will outline a range of proposals 
for visitor management and infrastructure improvements. 

The draft plan of management and draft master plan are currently on public exhibition, 
closing on 5 July 2022.

Subject: Adoption of amendment to the Barrington Tops National Park, Mount 
Royal National Park and Barrington Tops State Conservation Area Plan of 
Management — Visitor Facilities 


| am pleased to advise that the Ministers responsible for the National Parks and 
Wildlife Act 1974 and the Hunter Water Act 1991 have jointly adopted an 
amendment to the plan of management for Barrington Tops National Park, Mount 
Royal National Park and Barrington Tops State Conservation Area under the 
National Parks and Wildlife Act 1974. 

The parks are located approximately 90 kilometres north-west of Newcastle and 
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cover a combined area of 89,299 hectares. The parks are within the traditional 
Country of the Biripi, Worimi, Geawegal and Wonaruah Aboriginal people. 

The parks are significant for the protection of rare and threatened species as well as 
the southern-most part of the Gondwana Rainforests of Australia World Heritage 
Area. They include a large area of wilderness and Mount Mackenzie, which has been 
declared an Aboriginal Place. 


The amended plan provides for improved visitor facilities in the parks. Proposed 
upgrades to the Gummi Falls camping and day use area in the north of the parks will 
enhance the visitor experience, improve camping amenity and reduce adverse 
impacts on the parks’ significant values. Improvements to visitor facilities at several 
other camping and day-use areas and walking tracks across the parks are also 
planned. 

Public exhibition of the draft amendment resulted in ten submissions. 
Respondents were generally supportive of the proposals to upgrade visitor facilities 
at camping and day use areas in the parks. A number of submissions also were 
received in relation to four-wheel drive access and the potential for increased 
vehicle access to the Barrington Plateau. No changes to the amended plan of 
management were made as the parks currently provide a range of driving 


experiences and existing infrastructure can accommodate increased vehicle 
numbers.

Subject: Public exhibition of South East Forest National Park and Egan Peaks 
Nature Reserve Draft Amendment to the Plan of Management 


The NSW National Parks and Wildlife Service (NPWS) is currently exhibiting a draft 
amendment to the South East Forest National Park and Egan Peaks Nature Reserve 
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Plan of Management. 


The native animals in South East Forest National Parks and Egan Peaks Nature 
Reserve have been widely impacted by feral animals despite ongoing feral animal 
control and management operations. As part of responding to this threat, the NSW 
Government proposes to create a feral predator—free area for native plants and 
animals within South East Forest National Park, and to reintroduce selected 
threatened and declining animal species. This will help to prevent further mammal 
extinctions and promote the recovery of our most susceptible species. The 
amendment will also enable recognition and improvement of the Bundian Way, an 
ancient Aboriginal walking route that passes through the national park, and allow for 
other improvements to visitor facilities.
